TO OUR FELLOW PARISHIONERS, 


_ For centuries the church has been at the heart of all village social and religious life. 


Although the regular congregation is smaller now than it once was, in many ways the 
church still is important to those of us who do not regularly attend services. It is the 
traditional venue for important family occasions like weddings, baptisms and funerals, 
and, as the largest community building in the village, provides an appropriate and 
dignified setting for public occasions of all kinds, from the ceremonial presentation of 
the village coat of arms to the recent concert in aid of the Adam Phillips appeal. Yet the 
financial responsibility for the continuing life of the church has devolved largely onto 
the very small proportion of our community who do attend services regularly. A 
hundred or so of your fellow villagers must meet not only the daily running costs of the 
Parish and the clergy but also the cost of maintaining the churchyard and the building 
which belong to us all. Maintenance and insurance alone amounted to £4068 in the last 


financial year. 


Two years ago we appealed for your participation when we were obliged to make 
major repairs to a leaking roof. We were so grateful for your response. Now the 
heating system must be replaced, and that in haste before the winter. It is elderly and 
inefficient. If spare parts are needed, they have to be specially made. All the research 
work to find the most appropriate and cost effective modern system has been done. 
Now we must raise the £24,000 needed. We are sure you value the Parish church 
building as an important feature of our village. It is important that it continue to serve 
you, your children and your grandchildren. But it has to be maintained. Please help us 
by making a contribution towards the heating project in the enclosed envelope. A 
member of the Parochial Church Council will be calling to collect it,

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NOTES on meeting held on 19 July at ‘the Town Hall. Attended by Clirs Brewer, Clarke, Colley, Drake, Fisher, 
Flux, Hill, Lee, Oddy, Stevens, Swash & Todd (Chair). Cty Clir Matthews and Dist Clir O'Sullivan were also 
present. Apologies: Clir Clinch. 
TENNIS CLUB: Mr John Cresswell asked PC to reconsider its decision not to grant funds for coaching three 
talented junior players. They are too good for the club's subsidised group coaching but not good enough to qualify for 
LTA support. He suggested the PC considered setting aside money each year for grants or bursaries to develop the 
sporting or cultural talents of local youngsters. Cllrs accepted the proposals in principle and after debate agreed to 
look into the possibilities, although they were unable to reverse their earlier decision for fear of setting a precedent. 
COMPLAINTS: Cllrs agreed to adopt a Code of Practice for Local Councils in Handling Complaints, recommended 
by the National Association of Local Councils, which is in line with PC's current practice. 
RECREATION & GRANTS: 1. Unanimous decision to grant £165 to Deddington FC towards cost of ocuigunees for 
under-12 team at Castle Grounds, on condition they provide "kicking-in" area, 2. Request from Youth Club for £40 
towards advertising for qualified youth leader. Cllrs were concerned this would lead to further requests for funding 
and were wary of helping to pay for advert if unable to give ongoing financial pecs later. They. decided to meet 
with Youth Club for further discussion. 
ENVIRONMENT: 1. PC to spend about £180 on a new litter bin at Hempton bus shelter and replacement/repairs to 
bins at Health Centre and Cemetery. 2. An anonymous donor has paid for a seat for Hempton Road footpath, which 
will be sited with a view across the valley. Cllrs expressed gratitude for the generous gesture. 3. PC to investigate 
various options for remedial work on bus shelters, to eliminate the wind-tunnel effect. 4. A report of rats in Earls 
Lane has been passed to CDC's pest control officer. 5. Flower troughs at the entries to the Parish are being 
maintained by Mr and Mrs Canning in Deddington and George Fenemore and St Anne's Residential Home in Clifton. 
Volunteers are sought for the Hempton troughs. 6. Clir Brewer reported on survey of flower boxes, A-boards and 
other obstructions in the village centre. Cllrs wanted to show support to local businesses but were concerned about 
safety and legal aspects. They agreed that Cllr Brewer should have a friendly word with all concemed, asking them to 
be considerate. 7. Clirs agreed to survey the Parish to assess the need for security lighting, as grants are available to 
light up dark places. One.area has already been identified, on the north side of Horse Fair outside Holly Tree Club. 
PLANNING & PROPERTY: 1. Cllrs raised no objections to applications for: new porch to cottage in Market 
Place; amended plans for garage at Tithe Cottage, Clifton; conversion from office to one bedroomed flat at Hayward & 
White, Market Place (with recommendation that designated parking space is used); extension to house in Duns Tew 
Road, Hempton; extension at Rose Bank, Hempton; amendment to extension at Kings Arms, Deddington. 2. Detailed 
plans submitted for two houses for farmworkers at Leadenporch Farm, Outline permission already granted but PC to 
write to CDC reinforcing their previous concerns. 3. No objections to plans for repairs and alterations including first 
floor bathroom at the Hermitage, Deddington, conditional on restricted window opening with frosted glass (or Velux 
window). 4. Approvals: Wesleyan Church Hall; Grove Lodge barn (conditional); chimney and windows at Green 
Courts. 5. Refusals: Houses at Batchelors Row, Hempton; demolition of timberclad and stone building at St John's 
Way, Hempton; Kings Arms information boards at Holly Tree Club. 6. CDC has agreed to retain the lay-by at High 
Street garage following successful application for change of use to dental surgery. 
WINDMILL: 1. Badminton Club had met with the cttee to request special rate for use of facilities. The Club is in a 
critical financial position and claims it is paying too much for the hall. Cttee is unable to offer special terms to the 
Club, which still owes three months rent, and suggested it approaches CDC for help. 2. Investigations by the Sport 
Turf Research Institute showed a serious "thatch" problem with the green, exacerbated by weather conditions this year. 
Remedy is chemical treatment and hard work, which will result in a top quality surface. 3. There has been further 
minor vandalism at the Centre, together with two reports of theft of flowers and damage in the cemetery. Cllr Flux 
asked people to show more respect. 4. PC to provide another dog fouling sign near the all-weather court. 
ACCOUNTS: PC funds currently total £624,697.62 
FINANCIAL REPORT: 1. The Clerk presented an account of PC's expenditure and income on projects which have 
been financed from capital receipts. 2. Cllrs to look at existing projects, think about fresh ideas & report back to PC. 
CORRESPONDENCE: 1. In response to letter about traffic signs OCC says a review is planned although any 
changes would take some time. -2. The Bloxham to Oxford shoppers’ bus service has been reviewed and the Clerk has 
details. 3. CDC says old style bus. tokens will not be valid after April 1996. 4. Letter from local cyclist commenting 
on the poor surface of Clifton Road footpath and the dangers of using the road itself. Letter to be passed to OCC, who 
have told PC there is no money to improve the footpath. 5. As result of letter reporting rats and vermin on a grave in 
the cemetery, PC has put poison down. 6. Reply from OCC about traffic in High Street. Speeds & lorry use are not 
excessive and accident risk is low, so little can be done. PC to consider paying for "kill your speed" signs. 7. Letter 
from Clifton resident complaining about parking on footpath at Solar Designs and asking for Neighbourhood Watch 
Scheme in the village. 8. PC appalled at £893 quote to install water supply at cemetery. Cost includes £318 for meter 
and connection, £200 to Thames Water for “infrastructure” to cover increased demand, and £375 contractor's fees. 
CLERK'S SALARY: Clerk's salary to increase by 2.6% from 1 June, in accordance with national guidelines. 
CHURCH TOWER LIGHTING: The faculty has now been received and work has already begun to illuminate the 
Church tower at night. A trial run followed the meeting and the church looked magnificent against the night sky. 
NEXT MEETING will be on Wednesday, 13 September at 7.30pm in the Town Hail.

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DOWN ON THE FARM 


What happened to 'blazing June’? Hay making is just about to start and if 

the weather does not improve it will be freeze dried instead of sun dried! Grass 
keep for the sheep is still short but is slowly improving. Winter feed could be in 
short supply this year as the first cuts of silage have only produced about half 
the normal amount and the hay crops do not look much better. But it is not all 
gloom and doom. The below-average temperatures and cold nights have kept the 
insect pests at bay and reduced the need to spray the crops with fungicide. With 
the cereal crops in-ear, the beans setting and the oil seed rape pods filling out, 
insect pests can cause a lot of damage not only in the field but also after harvest 
when the grain is in store and will have to be controlled. All grain handling 
equipment and storage buildings must be cleaned and fumigated before the start of 
harvest. So I shall have to dig out the vacuum cleaner and find the knapsack 
sprayer, not forgetting the spray suit and face mask! The combine is in bits at 
the moment, being serviced ready for harvest and, oh dear; I hope I can remember 
which bit goes where! 

The cold weather has made bee-keeping rather.a painful pastime of late but this 
should improve if the weather warms up. The workshop Robin is now on with her 
third brood and is as tame as ever. She is a very cultured bird as she likes to 
sing along with classic FM on-the radio. More Swallows have arrived, as have many 
other summer visitors; Sedge, Grasshopper and Reed warblers along with White- 
throats and Black Caps can be seen or heard along the river.

NATURE NOTES 


The River Cherwell is probably the-most valuable habitat in this region 
along with the few remaining water meadows it supports. High Summer is WW. 
a good time to investigate it as there is a lot of activity: above and below’, ~. 
the water. Rivers can be classified into different habitats according to the 
speed of the water. The Cherwell in this area is still quite speedy and 
could be classified as the Barbel zone (the five zones are named after fish 
typically found in that habitat but this does not necessarily mean Barbel will ; 
be found there.) I am not an angler and prefer to discuss the wild life in this 
habitat that does not need to be caught in order to be observed. 

Some of the most interesting and easily observed are insects from the order - 
Odenata, namely Dragon- and Damselflies. Dragonflies are familiar to most people 
with their fast whirring flight and often vivid colours, yellow, red and metallic 
blue/green; they cannot rest with their wings folded, they are always horizontal. 
Damselflies are delicate in comparison, with long slender bodies and flimsy wings 
which can be folded backwards when resting. Unlike Dragonflies, they cannot hover 
in flight. Both are skilled hunters, hunting by sight using their incredibly 
complex compound eyes. They patrol their territory waiting for an insect to fly 
past. The prey is captured in flight with the legs, held together to form a scoop 
net. If you are near water you will almost certainly see Damselflies mating. The 
male grasps the female on her thorax with a pair of claspers located at the end of 
his abdomen. The pair may remain in this position for some time, often until the 
female lays the eggs. To do this she wiil dip her abdomen below the water surface 
and deposit her eggs in the tissue of water plants. 

How about some big game hunting ... well, two-inch long furry caterpillars. If you 
sit patiently by a small ditch where common reeds and marsh grasses grow, at sunset 
you may hear the caterpillars of the Drinker moth munching the grasses so noisily 
that they are easily located. They will now be very mature so if you want to try 
this you must go in the first few days of July. JONATHAN HOOK (338357)

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood. 
Extracts from the diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for 1845: 


5th JUNE - A grand tea drinking as usual once in the year at Calcutt's Barn for 
the Wesleyan Chapel school children. 

9th~1lth JUNE ~ Went to London by coach and stayed at Ibbotson's Hotel, and met 
Betsie on her return from school. Betsie and I went to Lord Elson's to luncheon 
and afterwards took an airing for an hour and a half with him in his carriage in 
the Regent's Park. We afterwards went to the play at Drury Lane Theatre. 

2lst JUNE - We were busy carrying hay all day from the little and great meadows - 
we began mowing Plank Meadow, a famous crop indeed, carried 16 loads of hay. . 
28th JUNE - The boys caught two eels in our brook. 

8th JULY - a Wool Fait was held at Banbury today for the first time as an 

- experiment ~ a Dinner took place afterwards at the Red Lion Inn, Mr. Hall of Astrop 

in the Chair. I sent my clip of wool to be sold thereat by Mr. Stilgoe, 30 todds 

6 which were sold for 33/- per tod. 

a 9th JULY - Mr. Davis' servant from Swerford came over here with a man caught taking 
up night lines, duly baited and placed in Mr. Davis' large trout pond - I convicted 
him in the sum of 30/-d. inclusive of costs to be paid by the 2nd of August or he 
will be sent to prison for 3 weeks, A travelling woman calling herself the wife of 
a deceased Clergyman came to beg - sent her away deeming her story an improbable 
one - and she a notorious beggar.

The last of DAISY SHREWSBURY's 3=part reminiscences of Deddington iat ly 
at war brings the conflict closer to home ..... th 


Deddington had its fair share of evacuees. Some of them found 
"good country husbands” and put down their own roots in this part 
of the world. Despite seeming more remote than today Deddington was 
kept very aware of what was going on just over the horizon, and not just because of 
the soldiers and evacuees billeted here, and later the prisoners of war put to work 
on the farms. Daisy joined the Civil Defence to learn how to help out in case of 
disaster, though fortunately this never came. But "we could hear the German 
bombers droning overhead sounding much heavier on the way over than on the return 
after they'd dropped their bombs.“ And from the Hempton Road you could see the 
light in the sky marking fires in Birmingham and Coventry. Daisy remembers that a 
dummy was made of the Alcan factory some distance from the real one and that it 
actually was bombed. There was also a memory of a German bomber hedge-hopping to 
avoid detection, and dropping a bomb somewhere towards Kidlington. Her mother~in- 
law and sister-in-law saw it that Sunday afternoon while taking the children out 
for a walk. 
"Families seemed to go out for walks together much more then," Daisy muses. Just 
as it was much more usual to go out flower picking. Of course there were more wild 
flowers and it wasn't discouraged then - especially primrosing and bluebelling or, 
come February or March, going over to Tackley for fronds of pussy willow. 
We asked Daisy about VE Day. They'd gone on an outing to visit an aunt at 
Tiddington near Stratford on Avon, she told us - and didn't even realise it was VE 
» Day until they got home... SSN

As an Indian Army transport officer serving in Burma in "19 Div” " 
(The 19th Indian (Dagger) Divison ... part of the 'Forgotten' 14th ili ™ Me, de. 
Army) my particular memories of 1945 are briefly: 

1. Feb '45, "19 Div" (12000 British & Indian soldiers plus mules, guns & lorries) 
crossed the Irrawaddy river in little outboard motor boats, the Japanese being 

short of resources to hurl us back. Our soldiers battled with great success but 

men & mules were to lose their lives. 

2. In March on Mandalay Hill, I watched Allied planes bombing Mandalay Fort (1% 
miles square). Some bombs fell outside the Fort and tragically killed several 
British & Indian troops. Our medium gunners shelled the Fort's solid walls over

open sights without success ... walls too solid! 

3. 19 March, "19 Div" took Mandalay and the Union Jack was proudly raised in the 
presence of Mountbatten and General Slim. 

4. On VE Day, stupendous news that the war in Europe was over. Our war in Burma, 
however, continued and I do not recall jollifications, our pressing concern being 

to win & survive the Japanese war and then go home. 3 years East was enough! 

5. On VJ Day I was passing through Calcutta en route from Toungoo (S of Mandalay) 

to Peshawar in NW India for leave. I was alone when the news broke, so there was 

no one with me to celebrate and thank God for the bombs that ended World War Two. 

There was to be a fourth year, however, before my return to UK came about. 

My associations with "19 Div" (43-46), with 14th Army (44/45) & 'The Road to 

Mandalay’ are now proud and priceless memories and I am lucky to have them. ry 
Nevertheless Burma was only one theatre of WW2. and it is with a profound sense of 
humility that one remembers ALL theatres and ALL one's contemporaries who paid the 
supreme sacrifice and did not come back ... heroes all. HS =
